From 1909 until his escape earlier 
this year after the German occupa- 
tion of Belgium, Dr. Grégoire was 
a Professor at the University of 
Brussels and from 1929-1932 was 
Dean of the Faculty of Letters at 
that University. He was Visiting 
Professor of Historj-. Classical and 
Byzantine- Literature at Stanford 
University in 1932. From 1932-1940 
he was Vice-president de l'Institut 
de P.hiîologie et d'Histoire Orien- 
tales et Slaves of the University of 
Brussels and Director of the Byzan- 
tine seminar thereof.

Professor Grégoire was the 
founder of "Le Flambeau," a Bel- 
gian monthly for literature and 
politic.', founded a$ an underground 
pamphlet under the German occu- 
pation of Belgium, which appeared 
in 1918 and then regularly from 
January, 1919, until April, 1940. He 
is also the author of numerous pub- 
lications and editor of several Re- 
views and Annuals.

Dr. Bonn Will Give Second 
Lecture 



Subject of Talk- Is 'A New 
Continental System' 



Dr. ,f. M. Bonn, visitin? profe.vor 
of Economie.» and Political Science, 
will speak on "A New Continental 
System" in the second in a series 
of four lectures open to the public, 
tomorrow at 8.30 p.m. in Room 44 
of the Arts Building. The general 
topic of the scries is "FacU and Fic- 
tion.s of a .Vew World Order ". and 
in Thursriay'.s lecture he proposes 
to analyze plans for the revival of 
the continental system In an at- 
tempt to establish a continental 
blockade west of the Russian fron- 
tier from which Great Britain i.s to 
be rigorously excluded— a kind of 
imitation of Napoleon's temporary 
accomplishment. 

In the first of these lectures, on 
December 2nd, Dr. Bonn spoke on 
Hitler's plantation schemes. The 
third will take place Monday, De- 
cember 9th, and will deal with the 
plans of the Axis powers to cut up 
Africa in order to bolster the con- 
tinental system, and exposes the in- 
herent weakness of these plans. The 
fourth, on Thursday. December 12th, 
will be a discussion of the role of 
Latin America in the Axis plans and 
the constructive counter-measures 
which are needed.

One of the most manifested trends in 
recent years in thè domain of ."-tiidciu ac- 
tivities has been the movement towards 
studënt co-operative?. And on the whole, 
vantures along ihi."; linr hfi^f been quite 
•ticcessful. For it is sale to assume that 
evcay campus today possesses an institu- 
tion, «ctinty, or sen'ice which can be de- 
fined as co-operative, whether it functions 
under a benevolent student's council or 
at an independent enterprise. 

The idea, of course, has been most 
Buccessfully applied in ihe case of some of 
ihfe larger American universities where 
the demand is greater and where, arrord- 
ingly, a greater degree of success is en- 
sured. But even on the campus here, 
Bome excellent examples of the plan in op- 
eration can be found in the Pit Restaurant 
and the Book Exchange, two verj' com- 
mendable and highly popular feature* of 
the university which are almost insihu- 
iional. 

With these two instances in mind, it is 
easily seen that more can be done in the 
eaine direction. The demand is present; 
only the initiative is lacking. 

Another venture which claims many 
proponents is the establishment of a per- 
manent ski lodge in the Laurentions. Al- 
tliough this year no ski teams will use the 
lodges at St. Sauveur due to the cancella- 
tion of inter-collegiate activities, they will 
be utilized by students of outstanding pro- 
ficiency in the sport. But they are far 
irom adequate to also house the countlesE 
students who run up for the odd week-end 
dtiring the winter months. It would be 
gratifying indeed to see some plans under- 
taken to provide undergraduates of future 
years with a spacious and comfortable 
nucleus for their northern activities. 

Incidentally, commendation should go 
to the McGill Outing Club for" a step m 
the right direction, as the executive arc 
sponsoring tiie rental of a lodge this year 
by a group of interested students. So for 
this year at least, and on a restricted batis, 
some of the undergraduates will have a 
"home away from home" when cutting 
fancy figures on the hills of the northland. 

Mucii can be done if the imaginations, 
jboth individual and collective, are stirred. 
Any enter|)ri,'-e wliicii ean pay for itself 
and for whieh e\on a limited demand ex- 
ists should ije given attention. îiome one 
has 6Ugge.~ied a la.xi-servicc to connect 
Douglas HflU with tlic lower campus, and 
ior the use of students late for training. 
Well, why not? An extravagant plunge 
need not be made; ways and mean.-^ can 
be found to modify the implied expense.

Deecham Condurls Exquisite Moiart 

Fabulous beyond bolicf. ."^u Tliomi».';

Already he has 
made two witty speeches in this city that re- 
veal him ai a diplomat, a courteous gentleman, 
a- Cassandra prophesying all manner of artistic 
doom; indeed a Sh.ivian character of so many 
phases that his musical adventures may be 
(who knows?) only "ic Como di Bassctto stage 
of hii intellectual life.

Sir Thomas' program of l.isl evening open- 
ed with a Handel unite uiulrr l|\c title "The 
Faithful Shepherd," presumably not a homo- 
geneously composed work, but a collection of 
pieces culled from assorted suites. Thta hai 
proved in Ihe past to be a vnUiablc technique, 
and it is in the present instance. Sir Thomas 
h.Ts got together six or seven movements of 
tlie Kiealejt possible variety and Inlrresl. and 
he offere<i us a performance of tlicm that was 
a credit to the orchestra. The high points 
were the finely drawn pianisslml, and the ex- 
quisite flute solo of an ndagio section played 
by M. Baillargeon. 

AlonR with his Interpretation of Dellu!!, 
neechain'.t Mof.arl Is perhaps his most remark- 
able achievement. Last night there was a 
Blowing account of Ihe "divine" G minor 
Symphony; a subtle one, and, possibly one 
without the insistent exaggerations with which 
many modern conductors saddle the work. It 
Is form which is of such transcendent import- 
ance here; Mozart Is all form. The tame Is 
5carc*'ly true of the .Sibelius first symphony, 
with which .Sir Thoin.TS clwscd the proErnm, 
but no one with such a flair for the dramatic 
and powerful could help making a tour do 
force of the work. The piling up of string 
quavers, the shattering brass calls, the vigor- 
ous attack— Beecham exaclg the maximum ef- 
fect from the thrlcc-familiar devices. 

The second half of the concert opened with 
Rossini's overture to "La Qazza L«dra," taken 
at almost fanlasUc tempi which were a strain 
on technique, but which made the trifle most 
effectlw.

All we 
knew last Saturday was that after four years 
of going to games in the stadium as a student 
we weren't going to do it any more. It was 
a cold day and it snowed all the first half; but 
it cleared later and during the fourth quarter 
the sun came out and threw a lengthening 
shadow on the playing field and bathed the 
east side in a faint yellow glow that was in 
itself sad. Well, that's about all we can say. 
We felt sad; and maybe you'll see -.'.hnl we 
mean.

Dorothy Thompson spoke here last Tuesday 
night and we went to listen. We did a lo^ 
more listening tbaB we bargained for. She 
spoke for a few minute* short of two full 
hours. She said a lot of important things and 
a lot of obvious things and a lot of trite things. 
Most important, she said most of them over two 
or three times. To give credit v.'here rrcdi' 
is due, we mu?t adrriii thai she said a lot of 
things that made sense. But, we think, they 
.could have been infinitely more effective if 
she had pared her remarks down to essentials; 
because as it turned out the really important 
things were lost in a morals of what she called 
'parentheses'. Of course she i£ a good and vol- 
uble friend of England and deserves all the 
support and praise we can give ber. 

But some of the things she had to say were 
startling for the way in which she fearlessly 
presented some very unpalatable facts 'if they 
w<»r<- fact.". Her first point was Ihal in thi. 
Fascist countries there is very Jillle evidence to 
tupjj'jit the claim that the people as a whole 
would prefer to throw off the yoke of the die 
tators. This 'startling situation she attributes 
to the fact that the dicl.jtort have uffcred 
certain measure of eco/ioj/nc .security which 
the democracies have been unable to provide 
for these dubious benefits men are willing to 
give up their freedom of speech and thought 
because the thinking and speaking must be 
done o'n empty stomachs or while holding a 
job which offeri! no opportunity to save for old 
age and which will surely be lost as soon us 
its holdei outlives his productive age: if he 
outlives it. 

Her second important point was that the 
upper middle classes enjoy certain benefits 
and privileges and prestige which they arc 
convinced v.ould be forfeit under a sociallbl 
form of government and therefore are wlllinij 
to surrender to fascism in preference to social- 
ism, believing that under it they will preserve 
these things 26r «Ifaemselves. The irony she 
pointed out is that such has never been the 
case. She used as « ease in point for the social- 
istic belief the present state of England in 
which a member of the ruling classes haji in- 
stituted more social legislation in six months 
than in all the centuries preceding. And still 
Englishmen arc free. She believes that the 
upper middle clafs should and must work with 
the masses and not look down to them to fight 
their batUes; that the whole cosmos of the 



and not someone else's for whom they are the 
pawns. 

Then she went into a summary of the his- 
torical events following the last war and pre- 
ceding this. Of the American presidents in 
this period she said, they were a complete 
mental blackout. Warren Gamaliel Harding - 
certainly left no footsteps on the sands of time; 
only a faint .odor in the air. And she placed 
a generous share of the failure of the world to 
adjust itself to the narrow minded policies ot 
the United States, But she called no names, 
only presenting a series of devastating pictures 
of the gigantic task in front of the tJnited 
States and England if this thing is to be beaten. 
She said, someone must say this, we may very 
well have to take measures that are not short 
of war. She begged for unity and above all, 
recognition of the danger and SACRIFICE 
NOW instead of greater and involuntary sacri- 
fice later. And she concluded, if we try we 
can do it

built. This may be a surprising bit 
of news to some— since there is a 
large school of thought which is 
quite convinced that one does not 
build gliders but simply slicks 
them together, using chewing gum 
and old string.

ThU school of thought ha.s 
done murh to discredit the ef- 
forts or tho gliding fraternity 
because they are constantly be- 
IKding. Furthermore members 
of thia school occasianally try 
building glldera (hemselves and 
icarn (oo late (hat (heir meth- 
ods are no( all (hey should be. 
The reauKlnr wreckage 1* 
blamed not on (he shoulders of 
(heae unfertunetcf, but on glid- 
ing and soaring as » whole,

This year a considerable number 
of people visited the shop after the 
McGill Gliding Club's annual open 
meeting, and they were able to see 
there a wing in the process of con- 
struction. Wc hope the story of that 
exhibit of care and skill has man- 
aged to get about a bit, but in case 
it hasn't we wish to make it clear 
that all motorless aircraft are built 
to speclflcations as rigid as those 
governing their powered counter- 
parts—and in some cases even more 
rigid. Every conscientious builder 
of gliders bears these specifications 
in mind and cqnforms to them. 
When loud voices are raised in 
vehement and unprintable alterca- 
tion around the shop it usually 
means that someone has departed 
from the road to strength and safe- 
ty in their handiwork. The speed 
and force with which they are set 
right becomes a blanket of safety 
for the writer each lime he straps 
himself into a machine. Blessed is 
the careful builder, for he is as a 
bulwark to the apprehensive.

To return to the subject of 
gliders and sailplanes let us 
first consider (he unlovely bu( 
much-loved pritttary' training 
glider, Hiis is the most lowly 
of the family. In appearance it 
seems to be a wing, a tall as- 
sembly, and a pilot's seat, con- 
nected by what seems, at first 
glance, (o be a lot of miscel- 
laneous openwork. Ac(uall]r It 
is a very carefully designed 
aircraft, and special attention 
has been paid to make the ma- 
rhlne so stable that it will 
watch over the timid beginner 
like a mother If he gives it s 
chance- }-et it is manoeuvrable 
at (he same time.

The wing is usually about thirty 
feet long and is constructed of 
spruce, braced by steel wires in- 
ternally and covered with fabric 
in the same manner as any aircraft 
wing. This wing is built in two 
parts, and- each of these halves it 
attached by a metal fitting at iU 
root to what Is called the "gate." 
This is the structure which has the 
landing skid and pilot's seat at its 
base. From the rear of the skid to 
Just rear of the pilot's aeat a tri- 
angular structure rises and It Is to 
this pari of the gate thai the wing 
In bolted. From the rear of the 
gate booms iif metal or wood ex- 
tend l)ack',\'iu-(l 111 liiild the tall as- 
sembly.
